RAISING 
A 'STINK' 


RESIDENTS fear their lives will be 
made intolerable if a firm moves to 
double the amount of smelly human 
waste dumped near their homes. 

Waste firm Peter Bennie Ltd is seeking 
permission to dump another 40,000 to 
50,000 tonnes of treated waste near 
Wroxton, residents have been told. 

It would go at Wroxton Fields Quarry in a 
process that helps soil return to a useful 
state after minerals have been extracted. 

But residents say their lives have been 
made a misery since 40,000 tonnes were 
dumped there in the six months from last 
September. 

Retired lorry driver Graham Paxton, 62, 
said: "We have to go out all the time. It is 
terrible and when we do come home we 
have to keep the windows shut. We can't go 
out the back.

supplied with gas masks. We are going back 
to the war." 

Environment Agency spokesman Ash 
Dobson said it had received an application 
from the firm to use another part of the site. 

He said: "We understand local people are 
concerned about the proposal and therefore 
we have invited them to send us their views. 

"We are also sharing the results of our 
own water quality tests with them. 

"We are currently gathering more 
evidence to help us assess this application, 
and this includes finalising the exact 
tonnage that can be spread." 

A decision is expected by Tuesday, 
September 3, for the plan, to use "bio- 
solids", also known as sewage sludge. 

Northamptonshire-based Peter Bennie Ltd 
declined to comment. 


In a letter to residents, Wroxton Parish 
Council said the new plan would be for 
another 40,000 to 50,000 tonnes. 

While Thames Water tests showed mains 
water was not affected, tests in six homes in 
Padsdon Bottom found a bacteria called 
coliform was present. 

It also raised concerns over the quarry's 
proximity to Wroxton Primary School. 

The work that began in September finished 
last week when the last of a permitted 50,000 
tonnes was dumped at the site. 

Parish councillor Michael Robart said: "The 
smell is pretty intolerable. At times it can be 
very unpleasant." 

Up to 200 lorries a week have gone 
through the village to the site, he said, 
adding: "This has been done for the 
commercial gain primarily and not for good 
agricultural reasons." 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry said the 
Environment Agency had so far raised no 
concerns about water quality. 

He added: "I haven't had representations 
about smell. If there are persistent issues with 
odour the sensible thing is to report that to 
[environmental health at] Cherwell council." 

In March the quarrying firm, which was set 
up in 1942, said it should have consulted 
people over the dumping. 

Yet business development manager Peter 
Bennie said it didn't because it was "doing 
this sort of thing all the time". 

The firm has also applied to the county 
council to "create restoration contours to 
allow for effective drainage". 

The plans can be viewed on the council's 
website with reference number MW.0108/13.

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Social club 'killed by recession' may sell land to developers 


A CHIPPING Norton football club could see its social 
club close due to tens of thousands of pounds of debts. 

Chipping Norton Football Supporters Social Club is 
in talks to sell part of its Walterbush Road site to 
developers to build eight homes and fund a new club 
house but contracts are not yet signed. 

Next week bailiffs will remove chairs, tables and TVs 
and sell them at auction unless the debts are paid. 

The social club, which dates from the 1950s and has 
300 members, has a bar and hall plus showers and 
changing rooms used by 44-strong Chipping Norton 
Football Club. 

Social club stewardess Kim Clarke said: "We have 


debts and debts and debts. It was decided about two 
years ago that the only way out was to sell the land for 
housing and build a smaller club house. 

"But until the contract is signed we are not going to 
get any money. It is catch 22. The club house is sat on 
the money but we do not have cash to pay the bills. 

We expected to get money before we got to this point. 

"Liquidation is probably the only option. We could 
carry on trading with no furniture and TV, which I do 
not think will work, or close the doors." 

Mrs Clarke said a decision on what happens next 
was likely this week. She said the recession had "killed 
the club" but said the smoking ban and noise 


complaints which ended events in the hall had also had 
an impact. 

She said the club has now had its gas switched off 
and had no heating. Mrs Clarke would not say how 
much the land to be sold is worth but said the entire 
site was worth £2m.The social club is run by a 
committee of 10 and has 300 members. The ground is 
owned by a trust. 

Chipping Norton Football Club secretary Andy 
Watson said: "It would be a major loss if the social 
club closed. But I would expect the teams to carry on." 

The football club finances are separate and would 
not be affected if the social club went into liquidation.

"Clearly this is not acceptable 
and our priority is to understand 
how this happened so we can 
ensure we do everything possi¬ 
ble to prevent it happening 
again." 

He added that the force had 
sent officers to 1,463 incidents 
that day. He said that it was an 
"isolated error" and the force 


was "sincerely sorry." 

South Central Ambulance 
Service spokesman Michelle 
Archer said: "Initially we were 
sent to Hythe Bridge Street in 
Oxford. 

"However that was an 
incorrect location and it was 
quickly rectified." 

She added: "We were given 
that information by the police." 

The dead man has been 
named as Paul Mackey, 38, of 
no fixed address. 

Police said they did not 
believe Mr Mackey attended 
Cropredy Festival, which took 
place last weekend. 

An inquest has now opened 
and been adjourned pending a 
full hearing at a later date.

Banbury, because he believed 
the group he was with had 
thrown an orange at his van. 

The 21-year-old, of 
Campfield Road, Southend-on- 
Sea, admitted punching his 
victim six times and was 
charged with causing actual 
bodily harm. 

He was given a 10-month 
prison sentence, suspended for 
two years, with 12 months of 
supervision, a thinking skills 
programme and 120 hours of 
unpaid work at Oxford Crown 
Court. 


Blaze accident 


■ AN 87-year-old grandmother 
died after a cigarette started a 
blaze in her living room, an 
inquest heard. 

Anne Pickett, of St Hugh's 
Close, died on February 26 
after she fell asleep in her 
armchair. 

She dropped a cigarette, 
which set fire to the room as 
she slept. 

The inquest at Oxfordshire 
Coroner's Court heard that 
widow Mrs Pickett smoked 40 
cigarettes a day and died of 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 

Oxfordshire Coroner Darren 
Salter recorded a verdict of 
accidental death. 


Council 'one of slowest' in processing big planning applications 


CHERWELL is the 14th worst of 33 
UK district councils for processing 
major planning applications. 

The Department of Communities 
and Local Government found it only 
processed 27.5 per cent of planning 
applications in the 13-week target. It 


could now place the council in 
special measures or suspend its 
planning authority status. 

Michael Gibbard, Cherwell’s lead 
member for planning, said it was 
“disappointing” to see Cherwell low 
in any Government league table. 


He said: “Cherwell’s approach has 
been one of ensuring sound 
outcomes by allowing time to work 
with developers to amend plans 
rather than concentrating on 
meeting the 13-week deadline and 
potentially refusing applications.” 


He pointed out that the relatively 
small number of major applications 
made the figures volatile. He added: 
“We have instituted measures that 
will show concrete improvement.” 

Latest figures show it met the 
deadline 30 per cent of the time.

We miss him 
desperately." 

Paddy was found last 
Saturday morning dying in a

He was taken to Banbury's 
Horton General Hospital but 
was later pronounced dead. 

Mrs Kellett said he had been 
out in Banbury with friends the 
night before and was heading 
back to Bloxham village when 
he fell from the bridge into the 
steam. 

Paddy had recently trained as 
a tree surgeon and had been 
working in Brittany, France. He 
was due to return there to 
continue work and undertake 
more training. 

The former Bloxham School 
pupil had also spent time in 


Kenya from 2011 until last year 
where he worked as a nanny 
for the children of a diplomatic 
family.

the world including Australia 
and America to his funeral on 
Wednesday. 

She added: "Everyone who 
met him loved him. 

"It's just overwhelming how 
far reaching Paddy's influence 
was.

ESCAPED prisoner Ian McLean 
has died after being found 
hanged in a Polish prison cell. 

McLean, who was given a life 
sentence in 2004 after attacking his 
former partner, Michelle Storer, in 
her home in Banbury, last month 
walked out of Oxford's Littlemore 
Mental Hospital where he was being 
treated and managed to travel all 
the way to the Polish seaside town 
of Kolobrzeg. 

The 44-year-old, who is also 
known as Ian Mitchell, was arrested 
within eight days. 

But this week it has been con¬ 
firmed that he was found hanged in 
a Polish holding cell as he waited 
for an extradition hearing. 

He died in hospital a few days 
later. 

His grieving mother, Moira 
Henderson, had travelled to Poland 
to see her son. She said: "I am dev¬ 
astated." 

She also revealed that she 
believed he had absconded and 
then hanged himself because he had 
been told by a psychiatrist at 
Littlemore that he was fit enough to 
be returned to a general prison.

"He couldn't face that," Mrs 
Henderson said. "He wrote a letter 
to me and he told me he was sorry 
and he just could not stomach it any 
longer. 

"He needed help. He was not fit 
enough for prison." 

McLean was given a life sentence 
with a minimum tariff of four years 
in 2004 after admitting wounding 
Miss Storer with intent. He had bro¬ 



ken into her home and stabbed her, 
before her daughter raised the 
alarm. Doctors were unable to 
count how many stab wounds Miss 
Storer had suffered. 

He spent time in Bullingdon 
prison, near Bicester, but was later 
transferred to the custody of Oxford 
Health for treatment for mental 
health problems. McLean pro¬ 
gressed to the point where he was 
kept in the unlocked Lambourn 
House unit, where he fled on 
Monday, July 8. 

He caught a Channel Tunnel train 
and was in Belgium before 
Littlemore staff were aware he had 
escaped. He then travelled to 
Kolobrzeg on the Baltic coast, only 
to be arrested on Monday, July 15. 

McLean was found hanged a few 
days before he was due to face an 
extradition hearing. 

Mrs Henderson said: "He has 
been failed by the system through¬ 
out his life. 

"I am not saying he was an angel 
but he did have a good side to him. 

"Now I want the Ministry of 
Justice to help me get his body back 
so I can bury my son."

£35k council bill to battle rail route 


CHERWELL District Council 
spent more than £35,000 of tax 
payers’ money fighting plans for 
a high-speed rail link between 
London and the north, it has 
been revealed. 

The authority was one of 15 
councils which teamed up with 
residents’ associations to fight 
the HS2 project in the Court of 
Appeal. 

The £42.6bn line - to open in 
2026 - would go from London to 
the Midlands and the north 
through Finmere and Mixbury in 
Oxfordshire. 

All seven grounds of appeal 
over the scheme were rejected 
by the Court of Appeal in July. 

Tory-run Cherwell yesterday 
confirmed it had spent £35,979 



on the legal challenge, which 
has been criticised by the 
Labour opposition. 


Opposition leader Sean 
Woodcock said: “This is a 
national issue which touches 
Cherwell but not as much as 
other areas. In terms of the HS2 
proposal, there are arguments 
for and against and very 
vociferous campaigns on both 


sides, but we feel this is money 
which could have been better 
spent on other services.” 

Council spokesman Jemma 
Callow said: “We will continue to 
press on the arguments, 
specifically how the EU directive 
on sustainable appraisals have 
been applied to the HS2 project 
and it is these directives which 
we take into account. 

“With regards to the money 
spent on the campaign, that is 
always a matter of judgement. 

As a planning authority we adopt 
a balanced view about the 
impact of development in the 
district. This may only affect one 
ward in Cherwell but the impact 
outweighs any potential benefits 
for Cherwell.” 


■ Woman lost her job during 'bullies 7 probe 

Midwife suffers 
tribunal defeat 


A FORMER Chipping Norton 
midwife said she was 
"bitterly disappointed" after 
losing her tribunal claim. 

Louise Westwood, a former 
midwife at the Cotswold 
Maternity Unit, claimed bullying 
and harassment claims against 
her were concocted because she 
had raised concerns about the 
welfare of mothers and babies. 

She claimed a partially deaf 
midwife had left a mother and 
her baby in bed after she failed 
to hear a fire drill and another 
colleague, who was repeatedly 
late, had deliberately filled in 
her time sheets incorrectly. 

Her case against her 
employer, Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust, was heard 
by a tribunal in Reading. 

But Judge Andrew Gumbiti- 
Zimuto said: "The claimant's 
complaints of having suffered 
determinants after making a 
protected disclosure are not well 
founded and are dismissed." 

Speaking after the case, Mrs 
Westwood, from Chipping 
Norton, said: "I'm bitterly 
disappointed by the result but it 
is something I will have to live

with. The tribunal was looking at 
whether I suffered a 
determinant. It wasn't looking if I 
was a bully. 

"I still stand by the fact that 
no bullying or harassment took 
place." 

The trust launched an internal 
investigation into Mrs Westwood 
after the deaf midwife made an 
official complaint about her 
"bullying behaviour" in April last 
year. 

Mrs Westwood was removed 
from the unit during the inquiry, 
which found her guilty of 
bullying behaviour and led to a 
written warning. 

Births at the Cotswold 
Maternity Unit in Chipping 
Norton were suspended in 
October last year. 

A report, released in March, 
found a "culture of bullying" at 
the unit and a rift between the 
"old guard" and those trying to 
meet national guidelines. There 
is no suggestion this retaled to 
Mrs Westwood. 

The unit reopened on July 1.

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■ MPs question costs rise and regulator promises to challenge it 

Spending glitch to spur 
£29 water bills increase 


WATER bills in Oxfordshire could 
rise by £29 as Thames Water 
attempts to make up for £291 m of 
"unexpected spending". 

The water company, which is 
already in talks with regulator Ofwat 
over an average £100 rise in bills from 
2015, has asked for an extra increase 
next year. 

It wants a further £29 from each of 
its six million customers, on top of 
average bills of £354 across the region, 
but may spread the extra payment out 
over five years. 

That could leave customers with an 
average bill of £460 a year by 2015. 

The firm paid no corporation tax last 
year despite making a pre-tax profit of 
£145m as its revenues rose to £1.8bn. 

Water customers are angry at the 
latest proposed hike and Oxfordshire 
MP Andrew Smith has vowed to raise 
the issue in the Commons. 

The company claims the rise is 
needed because it had to spend more 
money than originally anticipated 
when it set its rates in 2009. 

This includes £272.5m on land 
purchases for the Thames Tideway

Tunnel and £72m of "bad debt" - 
unpaid bills from about 250,000 
customers, which had to be written off. 

Labour MP Mr Smith said: "I am 
writing to Ofwat strongly opposing this 
increase and will raise the matter in 
the Commons. It amounts to taxing 
customers retrospectively for the 
company's bad planning. 

"These costs should be 
met by shareholders, not 
customers who have 
already faced inflation- 
busting increases in 
Thames Water charges." 

Oxford West and 
Abingdon MP Nicola 
Blackwood also criticised 
the rise. 

She said: "Last year Thames Water 
made over £140m profit and paid no 
corporation tax. 

"Local consumers struggling to make 
ends meet will find it difficult to 
understand why Thames Water are not 
following the example of other water 


companies and absorbing this extra 
cost." 

But chief financial officer Stuart 
Siddall said: "Ofwat resets price limits 
for each water company every five 
years, most recently in 2009, based on 
the best information available. 

"At the beginning of a five-year 
period there are always a small 
number of potentially significant costs 
and revenues that can be clearly 
identified but not 
quantified. 

"These are set out at the 
time of the price review 
and either the company or 
Ofwat can seek an 
adjustment, upwards or 
downwards, once the 
actual costs and revenues 
are known. That is what 
we are doing now." 

Ofwat is expected to make a 
decision by November. 

Ofwat chief executive Regina Finn 
said: "We will challenge these 
proposals and question the company 
strongly. Proposed increases will only 
be allowed if they are fully justified."

Blitz on fines 

■ MOST police spot fines 
last year were given for 
harassment, shop thefts, 
being drunk and disorderly 
and cannabis possession, 
new figures have revealed. 
Thames Valley Police gave 
out 903 penalty notices for 
people being drunk and 
disorderly, 788 for cannabis 
possession and 1,087 for 
thefts from shops of a value 
below £20. Most fines were 
for behaviour or words likely 
to cause harassment - 1,645. 
The fines are £60 or £90 
depending on the severity of 
the offence for "low-level 
disorder". Those who do not 
pay face higher fines or 
prison.

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Great escape of 
a British legend 


W inston Churchill is on 
the run... and he's 
heading for north 
Oxfordshire. 

A one-man play about Churchill's 
little known early life is on the road 
with a national tour that takes in the 
county of his birth. 

Created by London-based 
company, Fol Espoir, Winston on 
the Run comes to The Theatre, 
Chipping Norton, on Tuesday 
September 10, as part of a national 
tour which runs until November. 

The show tells the story of 
Churchill's war-time experiences in 
South Africa, and his astonishing 
escape across hundreds of miles of 
savannah to rejoin British lines. 

The show is co-created by writer 
and actor Freddie Machin and Fol 
Espoir's artistic director, John 
Walton. The UK tour follows a 
successful run at Edinburgh Fringe 
in 2012 and an award-winning 
performance at Buxton Fringe in the 
same year, where it earned Machin 
the 'Best Actor' prize. 

It's 1899 and the 24-year-old 
Winston is approaching the 20th- 
century with little to his name but a 
shambolically unsuccessful election 
campaign. Neglected by his parents

and a failure at school, Winston 
takes a job as a war correspondent 
and finds himself posted in South 
Africa, embroiled in the Boer War. 

Less than a month later, he is an 
escaped prisoner-of-war, on the run 
in the vast South African savannah, 
taking cover at the bottom of a deep 
mineshaft. With nothing but rats for 
company, the young Winston's mind 
quickly sinks into paranoia and 
despair. As the moment for a fresh 
break approaches his sanity teeters 
on the brink. What will await him 
at the surface? Freedom or capture? 
Fame or disgrace? Triumph or 
disaster? 

Despite being voted 'greatest 
Briton of all time' in a BBC poll, 
surprisingly little is known about 
Churchill's formative early 
experiences. Elis daring escape was 
a defining point of his early life, 
catapulting him to international 
fame and jump-starting his political 
career. Winston on the Run shows a 
young Churchill confronted by both 
a dangerous enemy and his own 
'black-dog' of depression. In 
learning to never surrender, he 


began his ascent towards political 
greatness. 

Freddie Machin's writing credits 
include 12 Miles from Nowhere 
(nominated for the 2012 Best Play 
Award by the Writer's Guild of 
Great Britain), Pavlik Morozov 
(Royal Opera House), Chicken 
(Southwark Playhouse), and Neal 
and Keira (rehearsed reading, 
Chichester Festival Theatre). As a 
performer he has appeared in Kes 
(The Royal Exchange), Celebrity 
Night at the Cafe Red (Trafalgar 
Studios) and Hoffmania (National 
Theatre Studio). 

Director John Walton's previous 
shows include the sell-out hit Dr 
Brown Because (Edinburgh Fringe, 
2010), and the English language 
premiere of Yukio Mishima's 
Yoroboshi (New Wimbledon 
Studio). Other directing credits 
include the devised comedy show 
Potato - A Show That Will Save the 
World (Edinburgh Fringe and 
European Tour), a musical version of 
A Little Princess (Hedgerow Theatre, 
Pennsylvania) and Blasted by Sarah 
Kane (Old Fire Station, Oxford.)

A FRIEND was genuinely puzzled 
as he looked at the car parked 
across the top of his drive. "What 
are you driving? Is that a Jag?/' he 
asked.

Radical Picasso targeted at family buyers 


CITROEN'S radical new C4 Picasso 
has arrived in dealerships 
across the UK, priced from 
£17,500 on the road. 

As well as the amazing new styling 
that sets it apart from any 
other MPV, the Picasso is also 
based on Peugeot-Citroen's 
new mid-size Efficient Modular 
Platform chassis, and is the first 
car from the group to use it. 

The chassis contributes to a weight 
loss of up to 140kg compared 
to its predecessor, helping to 
improve driving dynamics and 
efficiency. It now weighs the 
same as the smaller C3 Picasso. 

Efficiency is so far improved that 


the new C4 Picasso becomes 
the first conventional internal 
combustion-powered compact 
MPV to dip below the lOOg/km 
free road tax threshold in 
conjunction with fuel 
consumption of up to 74.3mpg.
